FEDERAL  COUNCIL  LIMITS 
NUMBER  OF  CHURCHES 

In  line  with  its- policy  of  regimenta¬ 
tion  and  control,  the  Federal  Council 
U  endeavoring  to  limit  the  number  of 
churches  in  communities  all  over  the 
United  States.  The  officials  of  the 
Council,  probably  through  the  local 
ministerial  groups  which  are  affiliat¬ 
ed  with  the  national  organizations, 
are  endeavoring  to  decree  how  many 
churches  shall  be  In  towns  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  population,  and  what  kind.  The 
claim  is  made  that  some  towns  are 
over-churched  now  and  even  in  view 
of  that,  other  denominations  are  en¬ 
tering  and  establishing  new  churches. 

What  remote  right  does  the  Federal 
Council  have  to  dictate  the  terms  of 
church  expansion  to  any  town  dr  de¬ 
nomination?  Such  procedure  would 
violate  our  religious  freedom  and 
place  the  whole  Home  Mission  pro¬ 
gram  In  the  hands  ofra  few  men  who 
have  nothing  to  preach  and  who  thus 
vision  of  the  spiritual  need

twenty-five  years.  Dr.  Lowrey  haa 
maintained  the  continuity  of  the 
tradition  established  at  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain  by  Its  founder  and  continued  by 
his  successors — training  young  women 
for  Christian  living  and  home  mak¬ 
ing.  Through  his  efforts,  too,  friend* 
have  been  won  to  the  College  and  as 
a  result  much  material  progress  has 
been  made. 

After  receiving  the  B.  S.  and  A  M. 
degrees  in  Mississippi  College,  Dr. 
Lowrey  won  the  A.  M.  and  Ph.  D. 
degrees  in  the  graduate  school  of 
Columbia  University  where  he  held  a 
University  Fellowship  In  Political 
Science,  an  honor  much  desired  in 
university  circles  He  gave  hts  service 
to  his  nation  in  World  War  I,  and  at 
the  termination  of  that  conflict  he 
was  a  lieutenant  In  the  field  artillery 
of  the  Army. 

Prior  to  his  coming  to  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain,  Dr.  Lowrey  served  as  Instructor 
in  history  In  Smith  College  (North¬ 
hampton,  Massachusetts).  Later  he 
served  In  the  University  of  California 
as  assistant  professor  of  history,  and 
In  the  University  of  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia  as  professor  of  history. 

When  Dr.  Lowrey  came  to  the 
presidency  of  BMC  twenty-five  year* 
ago  the  buildings,  grounds,  and 
equipment  was  valued  at  $257,000; 
now  they  are  valued  at  over  $1,000,- 
000.  The  endowment  then  was  $6,- 
200;  It  is  now  $518,000.

BEGINS  FLORA  PASTORATE 

Dr.  William  P.  Davis.  Associate  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Secretary  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board,  will  begin 
hi>>  work  as  pastor  of  the  Flora 
Church  on  July  1,  having  tendered 
his  resignation  of  the  Convention 
Board  early  in  May. 

Dr.  Davis  came  to  the  work  at  the 
Baptist  Headquarters  from  the  pas¬ 
torate  of  the  Hollandale  Church, 
where  he  served  eleven  months.  Dur¬ 
ing  his  work  there,  $10,000  has  been 
added  to  the  building  fund  and  54 
members  were  added  to  the  church, 

27  on  profession  of  faith. 

Prior  to  the  Hollandale  pastorate 
he  served  the  church*at  Clinton,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  where  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Board  of  the  General 
Association  of  Kentucky  Baptists.  He 
also  led  the  church  to  remodel  its 
building,  refinish  the  pastorlum 
purchase  property  for  church  expan¬ 
sion  and  Install  a  full-time  radio  pro¬ 
gram 

He  is  a  graduate  of  Clarke  College, 
Mississippi  College  and  the  Chaplain’s 
School  at  Harvard  University  He  has 
the  ThJB  and  the  Th.  M.  degrees  from 
Southern  Seminary,  and  the  D.D.  de¬ 
gree  from  the  Galilean  Seminary,  Hig¬ 
gins  Bay,  New  York.

Emery  property,  now  owned  by  the 

church.  On  the  corner  where  the  red 
brick  Christian  Church  stands,  the 
sketch  shows  a  small  chapel  of  around 
250  seating  capacity  for  weddings, 
funerals  and  services  of  small  auxil¬ 
iaries.  The  land  now  occupied  by 
frame  educational  buildings  of  the 
Baptist  and  Christian  churches  is 
landscaped  in  the  architect’s  sketch. 

This  sketch  was  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  the  three  architects  as¬ 
sociated  in  the  building  project,  N. 
W.  Overstreet,  head  of  the  firm  which 
bears  his  name,  J.  M.  Spain  and  Big- 
gers,  and  Dudley  White  of  Fort  and 
White. 

The  sketch  was  presented  to  the 
morning  congregation  by  E.  E  Laird, 
chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee, 
who  had  been  presented  by  Dr.  W. 
E  Holcomb,  chairman  of  the  board 
•f  deacons  and  chairman  of  the* Plan¬ 
ning  Committee  for  the  building  pro¬ 
gram. 

W.  R.  Newman,  Jr.,  has  been  named 
to  lead  the  fund-raising  campaign  for 
the  new  educational  building. 

The  pastor.  Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hudgins, 
presided  over  the  special  exercises  be¬ 
fore  bringing  a  challenging  message 
to  the  church  on  “Moving  Forward.” 

As  moderator.  Dr.  Hudgins  recog¬ 
nized  M.  P.  Love  to  make  the  motion 
to  permit  use  of  the  sketch  as  a  pre¬ 
liminary  plan  in  the  fund-raising 
drive;  the  motion  was  seconded  by 
Will  Jacobs  and  adopted  unanimous¬ 
ly.  The  pastor -emeritus,  Dr.  W.  A. 
Hewitt,  responded  to  Dr.  Hudgins'  In¬ 
vitation  to  voice  hearty  approval  of 
the  plans. 

The  church  has  already  paid  for  the 
property  on  which  the  expansion  will 
take  place,  and  holds  over  $100,000  in 
government  securities  as  a  start  on 
the  contemplated  program.  No  esti¬ 
mate  has  been  made  of  -its  cost  but 
the  church  has  set  $500,000  as  a  goal 
to  be  raised  In  the  campaign.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  funds  In  hand. 

The  annual  church  budget  is  $155,- 
•00.  of  which  $55,000  is  for  missions 
and  benevolences.  Under  Dr.  Hudgins 
leadership,  the  church  has  consistent¬ 
ly  over-subscribed  and  overpaid  its 
budget  in  recent  years,  besides  con¬ 
tributing  large  sums  to  designated 
causes.

knowing  that  the  pastor  of  that 
church  would  do  everything  in  his 
power  to  tear  off  the  mask  of  false 
piety  and  reveal  the  apostate  system 
behind  it.  It  would  n>ean  ultimately 
that  our  expansion  program  at  home 
would  be  completely  controlled,  both 
materially  and  doctrinally  by 
modernists. 

This  attempt  at  further  control  of 
religious  forces  in  thi*  nation,  even 
though  hidden  behind  At  pica  for  co¬ 
operation,  reveals  more  of  the  “red” 
tinge  of  the  Federal  pouncil  of 
Churches.  \ 

Fundamentalists  had  better  consid¬ 
er  much,  much  more  seriously  the 
need  for  presenting  a  united  front 
against  such  tactics,  or  some  day 
simply  expect  ourselves  to  be  very 
largely  limited  in  our  field  of  service 
and  In  our  message  Year  after  year 
the  Federal  Council  continues  to  win 
victories  in  church  unification  while 
fundamentalists  are  still  divided  into 
two  great  camps. — The  Brethren 
Missionary  Hera  id.

WHEN  ONE  IS  SAVED 

Theer  comes  also  with  repentance 
and  faith  a  spiritual  change  brought 
about  by  a  new  birth,  without  which 
one  cannot  see  the  Kingdom  of 
God  (John  3:7), 

He  will  know  of  the  change  though 
he  may  not  understand  all  that  is 
involved  (1  Johp  5:10,  13).  He  stands 
before  God  as  though  he  had  never 
sinned  for  the  blood  of  Christ  has 
blotted  out  all  of  his  transgressions 
(Isaiah  44:22'. 

FUTURE  SINS  OF  CHRISTIANS 

1.  The  moment  one  becomes  a 
Christian  his  relationship  with  God 
is  changed.  From  that  moment  God 
deals  with  him  as  with  a  son.  (He¬ 
brews  12:7). 

2.  As  a  child  of  God  one  will  not 
live  in  sin.  “We  know  that  whoso¬ 
ever  is  born  of  God  sinneth  not”.  The 
words,  “sinneth  not”,  mean  “doe*  not 
keep  on  sinning.” 

3.  The  Lord  knows  that  every  one 
of  his  children  would  sin  sometime 
or  another  because  of  the  weakness 
of  the  flesh,  and  so  He  made  provi¬ 
sion  for  this  in  two  ways:  First,  in 
not  permitting  anyone  to  be  tempted 
beyond  that  he  is  able  to  bear,  and 
second,  in  providing  an  advocate  with 
the  Father. 

4.  If  a  person  sins  after  becoming  a 
Christian,  one  of  two  things  will 
take  place.  Either  he  wEl  repent  or 
he  will  be  chastened.  If  he  repents, 
God  will  forgive  him  and  cleanse  his 
soul  and  mind  (I  John  1:9).  If  be 
does  not  repent,  God  will  chasten  him 
until  he  does  (Psalm  <9:39-34;  He-

The  Pastor'sVacation 

Every  pastor  should  have  a 
good  vacation.  Our  own  work  is  of 
such  a  nature  that  vacations  are 
few,  but  when  we  have  been  able 
to  gel  away  for  a  few  days,  we 
come  back  refreshed  and  in¬ 
vigorated. 

The  average  pastor  can  do  more 
and  belter  work  in  eleven  months 
and  a  one  month  vacation  than  he 
can  in  twelve  consecutive  work¬ 
ing  months. 

During  these  days  away  from 
his  regular  work,  the  pastor  can 
spend  the  time  in  reflection,  Bible 
study,  good  reading,  planning  pro¬ 
grams,  spiritual  communion  with 
God  ami  a  lot  of  just  plain  resting. 

And  the  church  is  also  entitled 
to  a  rest.  If  “absence  makes  the 
heart  grow  fonder,”  both  church 
and  pastor  will  love  each  other 
more  when  vacation  is  over. 

After  having  “just  supplies”  for 
a  month,  there  will  be  a  greater 
appreciation  of  the  pastor. 

Most  churches  do,  but  to  those 
that  do  not,  notify  your  pastor 
NOW  that  a  vacation  for  him  is  a 
part  of  the  church  program.  Full¬ 
time  churches  should  give  a 
month;  half-time  churches,  two 
weeks;  and  quarter-time  churches, 
one  week. 

Not  only  give  your  pastor  a  va¬ 
cation,  but  pay  his  salary  in  ad¬ 
vance  and  assure  him  4hat  the 
church  will  carry  on  as  'usual  in 
his  absence.

The  pastors  got  together  calling  In 
some  of  the  leaders  of  the  Oktibbeha 
County  Christian  Citizens’  League 
and  mapped  out  a  program 

The  pastors  sent  letters  to  their 
membership  two  or  three  days  before 
the  election. 

On  8unday  before  the  election  they 
brought  messages  on  the  subject  in 
the  morning  hour  of  worship. 

Perhaps,  the  most  important  thing 
in  the  crusade  was  the  open  and 
aboveboard  stand  taken  by  the  pas¬ 
tors.  They  led  the  crusade. 

The  Christian  Citizens’  League, 
most  of  whose  members  could  not 
vote  In  the  election,  drew  up  some 
resolutions  appealing  to  the  voters  to 
keep  beer  out  of  Starkvilie.  They  sent 
letters  to  all  the  voters  enclosing  a 
copy  of  their  resolutions  and  a  car¬ 
toon.  They  ran  an  ad  in  the  paper. 
Also,  they  circulated  a  petition  in  the 
county  and  secured  several  hundred 
signatures  opposing  the  legalization 
of  beer. 

The  United  Council  of  Church 
Women  put  out  a  handbill;  they,  also, 
ran  a  letter  in  the  STARKVILLE 
NEWS 

Several  outstanding  young  people 
from  the  BSU  in  Mississippi  State 
with  other  young  people  in  the  town 
worked  faithfully  throughout  the 
campaign.  They  actually  got  out  the 
letter  from  the  Christian  Citizens’ 
League. 

The  young  people,  both  in  8tark- 
ville  and  from  outside  Starkvilie,  had 
a  parade  Monday  afternoon  carrying 
posters  asking  the  people  to  vote 
gainst  beer. 

The  Boy  8couts  delivered  handbills 
and  took  part  in  the  parade. 

The  Drys  used  the  radio  with  a 
number  of  spot  announcements,  also, 
a  thirty-minute  message. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  spend  several 
days  in  Starkvilie  the  week  before  the 
election.  I  spoke  in  the  First  Baptist 
Church  Sunday  morning  (the  morn¬ 
ing  service  is  broadcast  from  this 
church  each  Sunday)  and  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  Sunday  night  of 
June  11.  I,  also,  spoke  In  two  of  the 
other  churches  during  the  campaign 
and  on  the  radio  the  day  before  the 
election. 

The  splendid  cooperation  given  in 
this  election  was  highly  appreciated 
by  all  concerned.

However,  there  is  more  than  at¬ 
tendance.  %There  is  the  full  program 
of  giving  the  people  the  very  best 
possible  in  the  way  of  worship  and 
teaching  programs.  When  leaders  are 
well  prepared  for  these  parts,  the 
benefits  are  always  good. 

Then,  also,  there  are  such  necessary 
parts  of  a  8unday  school  program  as 
good  grading,  proper  classification, 
record  system,  adequate  building  and 
equipment,  a  sufficient  number  of 
classes  and  departments,  thorough 
organization,  well-trained  workers,  a 
definite  visitation  program,  regular 
workers’  meetings  for  planning  the 
work,  and  many  other  items  that  are 
Involved  in  a  well-rounded  program 
of  Sunday  school  work,  all  designed 
to  help  the  people  in  the  fullest 
measure. 

These  things  do  not  just  naturally 
result.  It  takes  lots  of  time,  thought, 
prayer,  work,  planning,  and  persever¬ 
ance  to  realize  the  best  results. 

And  yet,  all  of  these  are  possible 
because  many  have  done  them  and 
are  doing  them  now  in  the  important 
matter  of  building  bigger  and  better 
schools  for  Bible  teaching  for  all 
ages  of  people  every  Sunday.

Find  out  his  true  spiritual  condition. 
Get  across  to  him  what  God's  Word 
s&ys.  Make  plain  the  necessity  of  a 
new  birth  He  must  surrender  to 
Christ.  Get  a  clear-cut  decision,  if 
at  all  possible. 

It  is  not  always  necessary  to  read 
directly  from  the  Bible  when  dealing 
with  an  unsaved  man.  but  this  is 
best.  The  following,  with  many  oth¬ 
ers,  are  appropriate  scriptures:  The 
sinner  must  repent, — Acts  3:19;  Luke 
13:3;  Salvation  is  by  Christ  only— 
John  3:36:  Romans  10:9-10;  The 
sinner  must  have  faith  in  Christ — 
John  3:16;  Acts  16:31.  The  sinner 
must  make  his  own  decision.  No  other 
person  can  do  that  for  him.  The  soul 
winner  may  use  personal  experiences 
as  an  aid  in  reaching  decision.  Get 
the  decision  clearly  stated  and  the 
assurance  that  the  sinner  is  sur¬ 
rendering  to  the  right  person  and 
in  the  right  attitude. 

After  decision,  what  then?  The  de¬ 
cision  for  Christ  is  only  the  begin¬ 
ning.  There  must  be  an  obedience  to 
Christ.  After  the  decision  for  Christ, 
the  new  convert  should  do  the  follow¬ 
ing:  Make  a  public  announcement  of 
decision;  offer  himself  for  church 
membership  In  a  New  Testament 
church;  follow  his  Lord  in  scriptural 
baptism;  immediately  get  busy  in 
service  for  the  Master;  be  diligent 
to  the  scriptural  teachings  concerning 
prayer.  Bible  study,  worship,  giving, 
and  in  carrying  out  the  Great  Com- 
.  mission  of  the  Lord.
